used is liable to burst the boiler, or a't 
least greatiy to weaken it ai.d to render 
it much more liable to explode than if 
the test was not applied, s .y i he oppo- 
ncnis of the law, who also assert that 
the certificate, of a reputable boiler- 
maker is better evidence of the safety 
of a boiler than any oilicial lest. 


The objections to a law r'quiring all

The 
First district in Arkansas is also con- 
tested, as was the Second 
before the 


murder of Judge Clayton.

Maryland district is also contested, as 
is the Second Florida. The next 
Congress will be orgaui/.ed by 
Ke- 


pu'ilinans, and the party will hitve a 
majority of the Committee on Klec- 
tions.
